In addition to the dead infants. 
24 others received the formula, 
and four were in critical condi­ 
tion for a time. A specialist said

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TWO FACES OF AMERICA 
When a teen ager recently tangled with 
John Glenn near his church, the best and 
the worst of America were for a brief mo­ 
ment side by side. 
Suppose this misguided young ruffian had 
actually struck the astronaut. What a pic­ 
ture for the nation and the world if Glenn, 
the man who survived the hazards of rocket 
flight, had had to display a bandaged face. 
Glenn believes the boy and his crude com­ 
panions did not recognize him. But this in 
no way alters the meaning of the incident. 
If the offending teen-agers did not know 
who he was, they first-off convict them­ 
selves of woeful ignorance. Secondly, his 
identity is not the crucial matter. For at 
that moment, Glenn simply was standing in 
for any decent American who might protest 
youthful misbehavior. 
Perhaps the most striking thing about the 
episode is that it arrayed the discipline of 
John Glenn against the all too common un­ 
discipline of a determinedly irresponsible 
minority of Americans. 
The astronaut’s discipline in his chosen 
field is well established. But in the teen-age 
incident he displayed the discipline of the 
vrhole man, the responsible citizen, not con­ 
tent with merely being decent, insistent on 
speaking and acting for decency. 
Oddly, not long after this event in Arling­ 
ton, Va., U.N. Ambassador Adlai Stevenson 
—unaware of the episode—called upon 
Americans to see Glenn as a vitally needed 
symbol of dedication and discipline. 
In the astronaut, said Stevenson, “we can 
perhaps glimpse some reflection of the kind 
of discipline and restraint which we all need 
in some measure if our generation Is to 
achieve great tasks, not only in the upper 
air but here and now in this bewildered and 
floundering world.” 
Stevenson, properly, is not despairing. He 
remarks the thousands of young Americans 
who volunteer for the rigors of the Peace 
Corps, the uncomplaining military reserv­ 
ists, the dedicated young science students, 
the countless “unsung citizens” who apply 
themselves diligently and faithfully to tasks 
which reward them and serve their com­ 
munity and nation. 
Yet clearly he does not believe this spirit, 
this high self-control, grips enough of us. 
The tyranny of the undisciplined minority 
exerts a force beyond its numbers in what 
he calls this “slack age.” 
Stevenson, like many others, sees too 
much stress on comfort and ease, “smash 
and grab,” and “me first.” There is neither 
enough hard work nor enough standing up 
for the right and the good. 
John Glenn stood for all these admirable 
things when he climbed into his capsule to 
orbit the earth. 
He stood for them no less when he put a 
restraining hand on a group of youngsters 
still untouched by the lessons of discipline 
he has long since mastered.

‘These Days’

THE IRISH FESTIVITY 


For many year#, I have attended the annual 
dinner of the Friendly Son* of St. Patrick, the 
principal Irish event of New York City. Usually, 
I go with Jim Farley, who «till signs his name 
with green ink. The Society is 178 years old which 
takes it back to shortly after the American Revo­ 
lution. The occasion is famous for old-time ora­ 
tory — the kind for which the Irish are particu­ 
larly famous — although there are few these days 
of the quality of Bourke Cockran or Joe Scott 
who could make any audience weep over his poor 
Irish mother. 
The Irish believe th at they are difficult to un­ 
derstand which always strikes one who has not a 
drop of Irish blood in his veins as an Irish p ara­ 
dox of which George Bernard Shaw would be 
guilty, for every Irishm an wears his loves and his 
sorrows on his sleeve. The fact is th at the Irish 
find it easy to be political and be it remembered 
that the Chief Rabbi of Israel, Dr. Herzog, when 
ho lived, was an Irishm an, whose brogue was the 
real thing as Mike Quill's is not. And while the 
Mayor of Dublin is a Jew, it is am azing how these 
two races of man m anage to be such political 
partners in the amazing metropolis of this won­ 
derful country. 
It is often forgotten that the fathers of Irish 
freedom, Charles Parnell and Douglas Hyde, were 
Protestants, but the Irish prefer not to discuss 
such minor issues. As Senator Eugene McCarthy 
of Minnesota, in a brilliant oration th at carried 
with it the perfum e of the peat bogs, said: an 
Irishm an has five great loves: love of country, 
of religion, of learning, of political freedom, of 
poetry and song. 
Senator Eugene M cCarthy is a Dem ocrat of 
the liberal persuasion, unlike the other McCarthy, 
wha was a Republican of conservative persuasion. 
But both, each in his way, could fit these cate­ 
gories of affection. Joe is dead but surely not for­ 
gotten by friend or foe, of whom there were and 
are many of both kinds, but Eugene is among us 
and is characteristic of the new kind of Senator, 
the scholar who comes into our national legis­ 
lature out of teaching in school and college. There 
is Mike Mansfield and W alter Judd; there is J. 
William Fulbright who was a college president 
and a Rhodes Scholar and Paul Douglas who was 
a professional economist. Eugene M cCarthy was 
a school-teacher, and his oratory is polished, his 
scholarship delightful, 
his w it 
biting. 
In 
his 
Friendly Sons' speech, he quoted Cadoc the Wise 
(first century), an ancient Celtic m onk's "Song 
of H ate": 
"I hate the judge who loves money, and the 
scribe w'ho loves war, and chiefs who do not guard 
their subjects, and nations w ithout vigor. 
"I hate houses without dwellers, lands untilled, 
fields that bear no harvest. 
"Landless clans, the agents of error, the op­ 
pressors of truth. 
"I hate him who respects not father or m other, 
those who m ake strife among friends. 
"A country in anarchy, lost learning, and un­ 
certain boundaries. 
"I hate journeys w ithout safety, famili?s w ith­ 
out virtue, lawsuits without reason. 
"Ambushes and treasons, faults in counsel and 
justice unhonored. 
"I hate a man w ithout a trade, a laborer w ith­ 
out freedom, a society without freedom, a society 
w ithout teachers, a false witness before a judge, 
the undeserving exalted to high position. 
"Fables in place of teaching, knowledge w ith­ 
out inspiration. 
"Serm ons w ithout eloquence, and a man w ith­ 
out a conscience." 
The centuries pass but wisdom is eternal and 
Cadoc s words fit this day as perhaps never be­ 
fore, and it takes a bit of courage, even for a 
Minnesota Irishm an, to speak out in these days 
when m aterialism stalks our land and when men 
talk only of the standard of living not the stand­ 
ard of life — and w hat a difference there is be­ 
tween them. 
And then this learned Senator from the state 
of the Swede and the German ended cm these 
words: 
"The responsibility of the Sons of St. Patrick 
is clear. Let us hope that all may so meet and 
fulfill their responsibility that each and everyone 
can say that he has been the good servant of 
time and of country and of fellowmen; the good 
servant of learning and of song and poetry, but 
in all things, God’s good servant first.

Phonic Method Is Best 
Way to Teach Reading

A fter graduating from a public elem entary 
school two years ago, a bright young friend of ours 
won a scholarship from a private secondary school 
—a respected, long-established one which requires 
Latin among its other subjects. 
During his first term , our bright young friend 
was so upset by the drills involved w ith his Latin 
homework th at his m other had to sit beside him 
every night to listen to him put nouns into de­ 
clensions, veibs into conjugation. 
This term it’s been French and history home­ 
work th at has sometimes driven him almost to the 
point of tears. 
So, night after night, his father 
sits beside him checking him on the Punic W ars’ 
dates and battles and on his French vocabulary 
lessons. 
The boy just doesn’t know how to study. 
Ilia elementary school taught him to read by 
the “whole word" recognition method, denying 
him the experience In drill which is the bania of 
the phonic system. 
(It incidentally took three 
years to accomplish this end—one I myself have 
achieved with a child in two weeks.) 
8 0 he lacks 
that trust of his own power to discover for him­ 
self, which is the special dividend of the phonic 
method and the foundation of the ability to study. 
W ithout drill in the sounds of consonants and 
the varieties of sounds imposed cm its vowels by 
the English language, he never has felt the excite­ 
ment of assembling them into m eaningtul words 
and so cannot com prehend the fact that drill and 
study are row ai ded. 
Now as a taxpaying citizen I have made up my 
mind on w hat I want from our elem entary schools. 
I have come to my decision after reading books, 
books, books, after talks with psychiatrists, w ith 
psychologists w ith w orkers in remedial reading 
program s and w ith professors of English language 
arts in teachers’ colleges. 
I w ant the phonic method restored to second 
and third grade children in our public schools who 
can use it. 
And for those who cannot use it, I w ant an 
honest acknowledgem ent of their difference and 
the application of other, different and appropriate 
methods for the teaching of reading. 
That some of our boys and girls cannot learn 
to read by the phonic method seems to be so. 
There are youngsters who suffer from an organic 
printed symbols 
T here are children so preoccu- 
disability that cannot connect word sounds to their 
pied by angers and other disturbing feelings that 
they cannot concentrate on phonic drill. 
And 
there are others who can find no joy in building 
words up, letter by letter, because words are used 
so monotonously and boringly by parents of limited 
vocabulary. 
F or these children w ith special prob­ 
lems, I w ant special teaching methods. 
But for those without the*#* problems. I want 
drill in phonics restored. 
I want It restored not 
only to teach them to read quickly instead of wast­ 
ing their time but also to ground them in the 
practice of study.

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TWO FACES OF AMERICA 
When a teen-ager recently tangled with 
John Glenn near his church, the best and 
the worst of America were for a brief mo­ 
ment side by side. 
Suppose this misguided young ruffian had 
actually struck the astronaut. What a pic­ 
ture for the nation and the world if Glenn, 
the man who survived the hazards of rocket 
flight, had had to display a bandaged face. 
Glenn believes the boy and his crude com 
panions did not recognize him. But this in 
no way alters the meaning of the incident. 
If the offending teen-agers did not know 
who he was, they flrst-oflf convict them­ 
selves of woeful ignorance. Secondly, his 
identity is not the crucial matter. For at 
that moment, Glenn simply was standing in 
for any decent American who might protest 
youthful misbehavior. 
Perhaps the most striking thing about the 
episode is that it arrayed the discipline of 
John Glenn against the all too common un­ 
discipline of a determinedly irresponsible 
minority of Americans. 
The astronaut’s discipline in his chosen 
field is well established. But in the teen-age 
incident he displayed the discipline of the 
whole man, the responsible citizen, not con­ 
tent with merely being decent, Insistent on 
speaking and acting for decency. 
Oddly, not long after this event in Arling­ 
ton, Va., U.N. Ambassador Adlai Stevenson 
—unaware of the episode—called upon 
Americans to see Glenn as a vitally needed 
symbol of dedication and discipline. 
In the astronaut, said Stevenson, “we can 
perhaps glimpse some reflection of the kind 
of discipline and restraint which we all need 
In some measure lf our generation Is to 
achieve great tasks, not only in the upper 
air but here and now in this bewildered and 
floundering world.’* 
Stevenson, properly, is not despairing. He 
remarks the thousands of young Americans 
who volunteer for the rigors of the Peace 
Corps, the uncomplaining military reserv­ 
ists, the dedicated young science students, 
the countless “unsung citizens” who apply 
themselves diligently and faithfully to tasks 
which reward them and serve their com­ 
munity and nation. 
Yet clearly he does not believe this spirit, 
this high self-control, grips enough of us. 
The tyranny of the undisciplined minority 
exerts a force beyond its numbers in what 
he calls this “slack age.” 
Stevenson, like many others, sees too 
much stress on comfort and ease, “smash 
and grab,” and “me first.” There is neither 
enough hard work nor enough standing up 
for the right and the good. 
John Glenn stood for all these admirable 
things when he climbed into his capsule to 
orbit the earth. 
He stood for them no less w hen he put a 
restraining hand on a group of youngsters 
still untouched by the lessons of discipline 
he has long since mastered.

T H E IR ISH F E ST IV IT Y 


For many years. I have attended the annual 
dinner of the Friendly Sons of St. Patrick, the 
principal Irish event of New York Qty. Usually, 
I go with Jim Farley, who still signs his name 
w ith green ink. The Society is 178 year* old which 
takes it back to shortly after the American Revo­ 
lution. The occasion is famous for old-time ora­ 
tory — the kind for which the Irish are particu­ 
larly famous — although there are few these days 
of the quality of Bourke Cockran or Joe Scott 
who could make any audience weep over his poor 
Irish mother. 
The Irish believe that they are difficult to un­ 
derstand which always strikes one who has not a 
drop of Irish blood in his veins as an Irish para­ 
dox of which George Bernard Shaw would be 
guilty, for every Irishman wears his loves and his 
sorrows on his sleeve. The fact is that the Irish 
find it easy to be political and be it remembered 
that the Chief Rabbi of Israel, Dr. Herzog. when 
ho lived, was an Irishman, whose brogue was the 
real thing as Mike Quill’s is not. And while the 
Mayor of Dublin is a Jew, it is amazing how these 
two races of man manage to be such political 
partners in the amazing metropolis of this won­ 
derful country. 
, 
It is often forgotten that the fathers of Irish 
freedom, Charles Parnell and Douglas Hyde, were 
Protestants, but the Irish prefer not to discuss 
such minor issues. As Senator Eugene McCarthy 
of Minnesota, in a brilliant oration that carried 
with it the perfume of the peat bogs, said: an 
Irishman has five great loves: love of country, 
of religion, of learning, of political freedom, of 
poetry and song. 
Senator Eugene McCarthy is a Democrat of 
the liberal pei suasion, unlike the other McCarthy, 
wha was a Republican of conservative persuasion. 
But both, each in his way, could fit these cate­ 
gories of affection. Joe it dead but surely not for­ 
gotten by friend or foe, of whom there were and 
are many of both kinda, but Eugene is among us 
and is characteristic of the new kind of Senator, 
the scholar who comes into our national legis­ 
lature out of teaching in school and college. There 
is Mike Mansfield and Walter Judd; there is J. 
William Fulbright who was a college president 
and a Rhodes Scholar and Paul Douglas who was 
a professional economist. Eugene McCarthy was 
a school-teacher, and his oratory is polished, his

the undeserving exalted to high position. 
“Fables in place of teaching, knowledge with­ 
out Inspiration 
“Sermons without eloquence, and a man with­ 
out a conscience.” 
The centuries pass but wisdom is eternal and 
Cadoc’s words fit this day as perhaps never be­ 
fore, and It takes a bit of courage, even for a 
Minnesota Irishman, to speak out in these days 
when materialism stalks our land and when men 
talk only of the standard of living not the stand­ 
ard of life — and what a difference there is be­ 
tween them. 
And then this learned Senator from the state 
of the Swede and the German ended on these 
words: 
“The responsibility of the Sons of St. Patrick 
is clear. Let us hope that all may so meet and 
fulfill their responsibility that each and everyone 
can say that he has been the good servant of 
time and of country and of fellowmen; the good 
servant of learning and of song and poetry, but 
in all things, God’s good servant first. And then 
we can hope that the good St. Patrick, In his 
right, may judge us all with gentleness.'*

Phonic Method Is Best 
Way to Teach Reading

After graduating from a public elementary 
school two year* ago, a bright young friend of ours 
won a tcholarship from a private secondary school 
—a respected, long-established one which requires 
Latin among its other subjects. 
During his first term, our bright young friend 
w as so upset by the d iills involved with his Latin 
homework that his mother had to sit beside him 
every night to listen to him put nouns into de­ 
clensions. verbs into conjugation. 
This term it s been French and history home­ 
work that has sometimes driven him almost to the 
point of tears. 
So. night atter night, his father 
sits beside him checking him on the Fume Wars' 
dates and battle* and on his French vocabulary 
lesson*. 
The boy just doesn t know how to atudy 
H is elem en tary school taught him to read by 
the “w hole word" recognition m ethod, denying 
him th e exp erience in drill w hich is the basis of 
the phonic system . 
(It incidentally took three 
years to accom plish th is end— one I m yself have 
achieved with a child in tw o w eek s.) 
No he lacks 
that trust of his ow n power to discover for him ­ 
self, w hich is th e special dividend of the phonic 
m ethod and the foundation of the ab ility to atudy. 
Without drill in the sounds of consonants and 
the varieties of sounds imposed on its vowels by 
the English language, he never has felt the excite­ 
ment of assembling them into meaningful words 
and so cannot comprehend the fact that drill and 
study are rewarded. 
Now as a taxpaying citizen I have made up my 
mind on what I want from our elementary schools 
I have come to my decision after reading books, 
books, books, after talks with psychiatrists, with 
psychologists with workers in remedial reading 
programs and w ith professors of English language 
arts in teachers’ colleges. 
I want the phonic method restored to second 
and third grade children in our public schools who 
can use it. 
And for those who cannot use it. I want an 
honest acknowledgement of their difference and 
|the application of other, different and appropriate 
methods for the teaching of reading. 
That some of our boys and girls cannot learn 
to read by the phonic method seems to be so. 
There are youngsters who suffer from an organic 
printed symbols. 
There are children so preoccu- 
disabihty that cannot connect word sounds to their 
pied by angers and other disturbing feelings that 
they cannot concentrate on phonic drill. 
And 
there are others who can find no joy in building 
words up, letter by letter, because words are used 
so monotonously and boringly by parents of limited 
vocabulary. For these children with special prob­ 
lems. I want special teaching methods. 
B ut for those w ith ou t these problem s, I want 
drill in phonic* restored. 
I want it restored not 
only to teach them to read quickly Instead of w a st­ 
ing th eir tim e hut also to ground them In the 
practice of study.

Service News

Association, writes the follow­ 
ing article on sugar making: 
Across a wide swath of North 
America, especially in New York 
State and New England, maple 
nouses 
are 
puffing 
out 
great 
quantities of steam as millions of 
gallons of "sw'cet w ater" sap are 
boiled down to make pure syrup. 
In reality, increased activity at 
the "sugar bush" is the final step 
in the complex maple making 
process that goes on through- 
cut the year. 
Trees make their own food. 
And. in the case of the Acer sac- 
chrum. 
nicknamed 
the 
"sugar 
maple," we are able to harvest 
about 10 per cent of the trees’ 
output as an agricultural prod­ 
uct. Tapping does not harm the 
healthy tree and sap production 
is governed by the season, w ater 
availability, the tree itself and 
a number of other factors. A 
group, orchard or grove of maple 
trees is called a "sugar hush.” 
Solutions ot soil nutrients and 
w'ater are absorbed into the tree 
by 
an 
intricate 
root 
system. 
From here they are transported 
to the crown, where they are 
chemically combined with carbon 
dioxide that has been diffused 
through minute openings into the 
leaves. 
Chlorophyll, 
the green 
substance in the leaves, is a cat­ 
alyst in the process of changing 
water, nutrients and carbon di­ 
oxide into sugar. Sunlight pro­ 
vides energy for the entire oper­ 
ation. 
A single leaf can create a tre­ 
mendous amount of sugar. In do­ 
ing so, great quantities of water, 
as much as 100 tons per year for 
a large tree, are evaporated. 
Sugar produced by the leaf 
has several distinct functions. A 
small amount remains in the leaf 
to nourish the small sugar fac­ 
tory. Some moves throughout the 
tree to increase seed production 
and 
further 
the 
growth 
of 
branches, roots and trunk. 
Most of the sugar, how'ever, is 
converted to starch which is in­ 
soluble in water. The starch, re­ 
st ricted from movement through 
the tree, is stored until late win­ 
ter. With the end of winter, 
starch converts back to a w ater 
soluble sugar, .Sugar concentra­ 
tion is at its maximum at the 
peak of the sap season when har­ 
vest operations swing into high 
gear to gather, refine and pack­ 
age another of New' York S tate’s 
im portant agricultural crops.

output as an agricultural prod­ 
uct.

Check the ground around your 
foundation where washouts may

holes.

holes will fill with w ater every 
time it rains. 
Inspect the trees 
and shrubs. 
Surface soil may 
have washed away, leaving roots 
exposed. 
Build Low* 
Build up low spots in lawns 
and around plants w ith top soil 
and peat 
moss. 
Holes around 
the foundation should be filled 
with alternate layers of sand and 
gravel, finishing with clay or sod 
abov e grade level. 
Masonry suffers from the al­ 
ternate 
thawing 
and 
freezing 
tem peratures through the win­ 
ter. 
H airline cracks last fall, if 
not taken care of then, have be­ 
come good si/e openings by now. 
Use ready-mix patching m ate­ 
rials for m ortar p in ts and cracks 
in concrete unless the dam age is 
extensive enough to m ake mix­ 
ing your own worth the effort. 
Clean out 
loose m aterial 
and 
soak well before applying the 
patch. 
Keep moist for several 
days so it will harden without 
cracking. 
Tightens Hangers 
A severe w inter may have left 
gutters arid downspouts loose or 
weakened.

Life Insurance program, which 
caused the bill* to be returned 
for further consideration to the 
House. Both bill* are now on 
the Speaker’* table aw aiting ac­ 
tion. S 2051 passed by the Sen­ 
ate is a bill to grant education­

for veterans

disabilities. 
The bill was returned to the 
Senate where it is presently 
aw aiting action.
